5. I have beoi asked to determine whether "^Arbocel Al" disclosed in U.S 
No, 6,051.545 (^the '545 patenr) is a compacted cellulose material 

6. The '739 application describes compacted cellulose materials in a detergent tablet 
that are in &ct water insoluble and water swellable These cellulose materials are described 
throughout the *739 application as fimctioiung as a disintegrating aid. The *739 application on 
page 8 states that the cellulose granules can have a particle size of from 200 to 6000 micrometers 
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and preferably iroTn 300 to 1 500 miarometers, 

T The polymeric materials used in Examples 1. 2, 3 and 5 of the '545 patent were 
^'Aibooel AV\ a compacted cellulose material made by J. Rettenmaier & S5hne GmbH 
("Retteamaier'') that Rettenmaier supplied to Lever Brothers, the owner of the *S45 patent See 
column 7. lines 46-48. This compacted cellulose material was supplied to Lever Brothers a few 
weeks after the German priority application to the '739 application had been filed. Contraiy to 
the statement in column 7. lines 46-48, Rcttenmaier has not marketed a product under 
designation "Arbocel Al,*" This was an aibitiaiy designation given by Rettenmaier's 
representative ivfaen he supplied the material to Lever Brothers. The Arbocel Al product was 
actually an ousting Rettcnmaier compacted cellulose material product called Arbocel FT OOG. 
This is a chemo-themio-mechanical derived wood pulp product that had been sieved before 
delivery to Lever Brotheis to obtain a particle si2e range of 300 to 1500 micrometeis, precisely 
the size range described in the *739 application, i.e. a compacted cellulose material.
